(CONGRESSMEN are always complain- 

ing that they don't get the truth, or 
at least all of it, from such important 
arms of government as the State and De 
fence departments. But they themselves 
are partly to blame, because few of them 
know how to keep a secret. They're un 
doubtedly right that they don’t get the 
full story. 

Of course some cf the information 
they don't learn is too vital to security 
to be passed around even within the 
departments. We're not thinking about 
rigidly classified material. 

But lots of other data Congress could 
wisely lean upon for intelligent lawmak 
ing it never gets. What it does find out 
about the state of national defence or 
political and diplomatic conditions abroad

accuracy or clarity.

Apart from their 
function in the control of Germany, their 
importance lies in the fact that they are 
in the front line, and that Western 
Europe cannot be invaded without an 
automatic participation of the United 
States. Nobody thinks the American 
Army in Germany can stop the Red 
Army. But we hope and believe that the 
Russians will not move, knowing that 
the American token army in Germany 
has behind it the whole military power 
of the United States. 


F THIS American army were with- 
drawn from Germany, would there 
be any place in Western Europe where 
some token force could be stationed 
which could serve the same 
that of an automatic guarantee of Amri- 
ean intervention?

No disease jor 40 years in Victoria 
can be traced to the Sooke supply, and 
the chances of. contamination are many 
billions to one; so why continue to spend 
$8,000 a year on a fad of some person 
when quite unnecessary.

Gallstones Most Common 
With Women Over 30 Years 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, MD. 


Gallstones are most common 
after 30 and esfecially between 
40 and 50. Three-fourths of all 
cases are in women. The stones 
lie in or near the gallbladder, 
which is a pear-shaped pouch 
lying under the liver on the right 
side a short distance below the 
ribs. It holds liquid called bile 
and it empties this material down 
a smali duct into the intestines. 

Stagnation of bile in the gall- 
bladder may lead to the forma. 
tion of stones. Overweight, wear. 
ing of corsets, occupations re 
quiring a leaning forward posi 
tion and sagging of the 
ina] organs are believed to lead 
to such stagnation. 

Gallstones may 
without causing any symptoms.
